3 1 . (previously presented) A method of Claim 23 for shortening the time of 
reintrainment of circadian rhythms in a mammal. 

32. (previously presented) A method of Claim 23 for enhancing or improving 
sleep quality and/or preventing and/or treating sleep disorders and sleep disturbances in a 
mammal. 

33. (previously presented) A method of Claim 23 for increasing sleep 
efficiency and augmenting sleep maintenance in a mammal. 

34. (previously presented) A method of Claim 23 for the prevention or 
treatment of a circadian rhythm disorder in a mammal, which disorder is selected from the group 
consisting of: time- zone change (jet-lag) syndrome, shift-work sleep disorder, delayed sleep- 
phase syndrome, advanced i sleep-phase syndrome, and non-24-hour sleep- wake disorder.
